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So  many  communications  have 
been  received  regarding  the 
future  work  of  the  Industrial 
Committee  that  it  has  seemed 
best  to  send  out  this  brief  word. 
A  task  greater  than  ever  Hes 
ahead.  ResponsibiHties  are  in- 
creased many  times.  No  good 
that  has  been  won  for  the  women 
of  America  in  these  critical 
months  that  are  past  must  be  lost. 
No  opportunity  for  development, 
for  progress  in  the  future  must 
be  overlooked.

The  War's  Silver  Lining

Is  society  sufficiently  menta' 
alert,  is  it  intelligent  enough  to  turn 
powerful  microscope  upon  itself  a 
distinguish  the  wheat  from  the  chaff 
that  which  has  been  sown?

But 
rying  and  testing  ai'e  necessary  if  the 
iant  task  that  lies  ahead  is  to  be  ade- 
uately  met,  now  that  the  world  has 
een  made  "safe  for  Democracy,'''  "to 
lake  Democracy.''  ' 

We've  "Changed  the  Name 
but  not  the  Letter" 

Large  government  plants  will  prob- 
)ly  be  closed  as  rapidly  as  the  em- 
oyees  can  be  placed  in  other  industries 
id  many  of  these  plants  will  be  taken 
er  by  private  capital  for  paper  mills, 
factories,  motor  plants,  et  cetera, 
any  of  the  women  will  feel  bewildered 
r  a  long  time  to  come  and  have  never 
eded  so  much  to  be  calmed,  guarded 
d  advised. 

iWhere  the  plants  are  closing  down 
rmanently  the  industrial  club  must 
main  until  entire  readjustment  has 
Bn  made  and  the  last  girls  have  gone, 
flhere  the  plants  pass  to  private  hands 
't;  War  Work  Council  will  probably 
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purchase  the  buildings  that  have  been 
loaned  during  the  war  and  continue  the 
activities.  The  service  work  in  the  club 
centers  will  be  just  as  much  needed  for 
there  will  be  exposure  to  the  same  con- 
ditions and  hardships, — such  as  isola- 
tion, monotony  and  loneliness, — which 
the  war  industries  brought. 

The  Industrial  Women's  Service 
Club  (same  initials  as  Industrial  Wai 
Service  Club)  Avill  be  needed  too  in  th 
shipyards.  As  the  munition  plant 
close  down  women  are  going  in  consid 
erable  numbers  into  shipbuilding,  inti 
work  where  they  have  seldom  or  neve 
before  been  employed.  They  shoul 
still  have  the  support  of  the  Servic 
Club.

The  Street  Car  and  Railroad  Coi;

Other  industrial  fields  almost  whol 
untouched  are  the  coal-mining  and  t 
fruit-picking  and  the  cotton  mills  of  o 
country. 
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And  what  sufficiently  impressive 
statement  can  be  made  regarding  the 
need  for  the  further  development  of  the 
industrial  club  center  in  the  great  in- 
dustrial communities?  Their  value  in 
fostering  self  government,  individual 
land  social  responsibility  among  women 
and  girls,  all  of  which  contribute  so 
much  to  industrial  democracy  has  been 
clearly  demonstrated.  They  should  be 
□pened  in  every  city  in  our  land  where 
large  numbers  of  women  are  employed. 

Women's  Future  Jobs 

Woman  is  needed  if  industry  is  to 
;ontinue.    From  all  over  the  country 
lomes  the  report  that  thousands  of 
hem  are  to  remain  where  they  are. 
^or  j'ears  there  may  be  little  immigra- 
ion  ;  emigration  of  large  groups  of  our 
oreign  population  has  already  begun ;

,000,000  children  under  sixteen  years 
f  age  who  should  have  a  chance  in  this 
reat  country  of  ours.    These  children 
hould  go  out  of  industry  forever  and 
omen   could   be   used   to   take  their 

1 laces. 


Make  the  World  Safe  for  Them 


Adjustments  to  be  sure  are  needed 
Conditions  must  be  made  right  for  thes( 
women.  Our  nation's  life  depends  ir 
large  measure  upon  the  protection  thai 
is  given  them.  Government  regulations 
in  force  during  the  war  are  removed. 

For  the  safeguarding  of  our  womer 
a  speaking  campaign  on  State  and  Fed- 
eral Industrial  Standards  should  b< 
promoted  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  in  all  the  industrial  sections  ol 
our  country',  but  throughout  all  th( 
great  plants  in  the  next  few  weeks  foi 
the  benefit  of  the  women  themselves  be- 
fore they  leave  their  present  occupa- 
tions. At  no  time  in  our  history  has 
wise  leadership  been  needed  so  much  as 
now.  Many  of  these  women  and  girL 
are  facing  the  most  trying  and  critica 
period  of  their  lives.  They  must  bi 
safeguarded  against  the  wrong  kind  o 
direction  in  these  days  of  uncertainty 

Public  Opinion  must  demand  that  em, 
ployers  stand  back  of  the  Governmen: 
in  the  fullest  way  and  that  they  wor  I 
tlirough  its  employment  service,  both  i  i 
discharging  and  seeking  new  worker.'' 
Government  agencies  must  be  loyall 
backed  in  their  efforts  to  adjust  th 
labor  supply  to  peace  conditions. 
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There  must  be  aroused  in  the  women 
vorkers  a  vivid  consciousness  of  their 
'conomic  individual  and  social  responsi- 
jility.  The  girl  who  is  suddenly  faced 
vith  the  loss  of  her  job  is  often  thrown 
nto  a  state  of  alarm  or  shock  that  un- 
its her  temporarily  for  securing  satis- 
actory  emplovment.  She  thus  may  fall 
L  ready  victim  to  low  wage  and  poor 
working  conditions  and  this  acceptance 
'f  lowered  standards  of  work  and  wage 
^ill  afJ'ect  the  entire  industrial  struc- 
ture, the  men  as  well  as  the  women,  the 
'eturning  soldier  as  well  as  the  civilian. 

'  So  much  in  the  future  depends  upon 
j;velheadedness  and  power  to  stand  to- 
ll'ether  in  order  that  none  may  suffer 
|ecause  of  the  panic  of  a  few.  Stand- 
!rds  of  living  must  be  maintained  and 
aised;  the  ideals  of  the  brotherhood  of 
lan  and  Christianity,  that  have  been 
irred  with  new  force  in  these  tryiner 
lonths  must  not  be  forgotten ;  men  and 
i  omen  must  find  the  opportunity  to  ex- 
ress  themselves  in  this  new  Democracy 
lat  we  are  building. 
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Getting  Together 


40,000,000  loyal  American  women 
must  be  behind  the  program  of  educa- 
tion and  understanding.  It  takes  all 
to  make  society  "right."  Too  much  m 
the  past  has  been  left  to  labor.  No  one 
group  can  do  the  job.  All  must  under- 
stand ;  all  must  help. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation can  be  a  tremendous  force  m 
furthering  this   understanding  among 
women.    It  can  be  a  tremendous  force 
not  only  in  the  United  States  but  m
